Churchill Enters 
A Controversy 


London, Feb. 11. 
_ Prime Minister Winston 
Churchill told the House of 
Commons today that Bri- 
tish ‘Commonwealth coun. 
tries prefer to be called 
“realms” rather than ‘do. 


minions.” a 


He thus entered into.the con- 
troversy which has raged since 
Queen Elizabeth Il was pro- 
claimed “Queen of this realm 
and of her other realms and ter- 
ritories” last Friday instead of 
the traditional queen of “Great 
Britain, Ireland and the British 
Dominions beyond the seng". 

The Capetown - newspaper, 
Die Burger, which usually re- 
flects the views of the South 
African government, claimed 
that it-appeared to alter the 
queen's titles without prior ap- 
proval of all British dominion 
parliaments ag required by low.

TROOPS TO STAY 
Ismailia, Feb, 11. ° 

Lisutensn’ - General Sir 
George Erskine, the British 
Commander in the Canal Zone, 
said today that he would keep 
his troops in the Canal Zone, 
particularly Ismailia, “for o 
very long time to come.” 

He believed that a complete 
return to normality in the Zone 
would occur only graduilly and 
over a long period, 

In an ‘exclusive interview 
with. Reuter, General Erskine 
suid. that although there was a 
“state of: comparative peace” in 
the Canal Zone at the moment, 
a return to complete normality 
depended on two things. : 

1—The returmm of large num~ 
bers of Egyptian labourers to 
work, ‘There are only slender. 
signs of this at the minute,” he 
sald. os . 
3—Lifting of the out-of- 
bounds restrictions on Canal 
Zone towns to British troops. 
“And 2 cannot afford to lift 
these restrictions at the present 
moment,” he sald, .,, : 
. Only ‘a return to, normality 
would allow him to lift oll the 
restrictions which he had bees 
forced to Impose on the Zone ax 
a result of the terrorist com- 
paign, : ~ 

A return to normality could 
only happen “stage by stage.”

Ismailia, . '

“then turn toward other solutions involving the- most, 


serious dangers for us . 


. Germany will then take 


France’s place and -the discouragement of our Allies will 
be heavy with dangerots consequences.” 


M, Schuman told the As- 
sembly that it could not “choos 
dissidence .and isolation and 
compromise the policy of At- 
lantic accurity.” He stressed 
thet it was “our whole policy’ 
which was involved” in the 
matter of the European Army. 


The main idea governing the 
ereation of. the European Army. 
he pointed out, was that -of a 
“common Army and not a. 
coalition Army.” He sald the 
European Army will be “with- 
drawn from the authority - of 
national Government and will 
depend exclusively on a com 
mittee of defence.” 


M. Schuman said the balance 
wculd be maintained between 


the contingent ‘of each country | 


as well as  dbtween the 
European forces and the com- 
bined forces of ithe Atlantic 
Pact community. He sald that 
guarantees could ibe obtained 
from -non-panticipating _.. Powers 
“in the event of the dislocation 
of such forces," 


M. Schuman stated that al- 
‘theugh ihe adoption of the 
project entailed sacrifices for 
France these would be necessary 
to safoguard freedom. He said 
that some.’ antagonisms would 
have to be crased and he 
dwelt at length on the — prob- 
lem of French-German relations, 


Spenking of the Saar, M. 
Schuman ‘stated that the con- 
veried seams ofthe French High 
Commissioner to the Saar to 
that of a diplomatic represen- 
tative did not’ prejudge the 
nature of the status of the Saar 
which was legally a provisional 
one. ; 

He sald that an agreement 
concerning the status of the 
Saar would ‘be sought only at 
the signing of the Peace Treaty 
with Germany,
